The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the cited 
prior art shows or fairly suggests the invention of the instant claims at least because none of the 
prior art shows or fairly suggests the provision of installing lateral burners into a continuous 
reheat furnace with sensors and computer feedback to enable the burners to be operated in 
"bang-bang" mode in order to more effectively reduce hot spots on the treated workpieces and 
thereby ensuring more even and efficient heat tretament.
